CUBAN REBELS ACTIVE 


Federals Accused of Cutting Off Ears 


of Prisoners. 


The written threat of the rebel 


leader Estenoz to attack and burn 
Guantanamo, where the main body 
of the American marines are encamp- 
ed, and tales of atrocities committed 
by the Federals against prisoners, 
have tightened up the Cuban situa- 
tion. 


Estenoz is- thought to be in earnest 


in his threat to assail Guantanamo 
and thus bring the revolution to a 
crisis at once. 
For two nights, the 


State Department learns, scattering 
shots have fallen in the headquarters 
of Lieutenant Colonel Lucas, of the 
marines in Guantanamo town. The 
naval station near Guantanamo has 
not been molested. 


The marines in Guantanamo are 


being held ready for instant action as 
are the Cuban Federal troops under 
Colonel Machado. A general attack 
on Guantanamo, such as Estenoz has 
threatened in a letter to the mayor of 
the town, in the opinion of the offi- 
cials at Washington, would certainly 
be followed by an order sending the 
American expeditionary force of 5,- 
000 regular infantry to the island at 
once. 


Stories afloat in Washington that 


the Cuban regulars are mutilating 
prisoners by cutting off their ears, 
eause the State Department officials 
no little worry. 
The United States 


as the recognized guardian of Cuba, 
feels that it can not tolerate uncivil- 
ized warfare in Cuba.

DELEGATES SEATED 


The Republican Committee at Chi- 


cago Has Recognized 


FOR TAFT 141, 
ROOSEVELT 1 


Of the Contesting Delegates—Charges 


and Counter Charges of Bribery 


and Corruption Made. 


At the meeting of the Republican 


Committee at Chicago this week the 
contests in Arizona, California, Lou- 
isiana, Michigan and Mississippi were 
thrown into the "crusher" with the 
following results: 
Seated for Taft, 


Arizona, 6; California, 2; Louisiana, 
20; Mississippi, 6; Michigan, 6; total, 
40. For Roosevelt, 0. Total of con- 
testants seated for Taft to date, 141; 
for Roosevelt, 1. 


With the specific charge that "a 


well defined effort is on foot to buy 
the presidential nomination for Theo- 
dore Roosevelt," Director McKinley 
of the National Taft Bureau, got in- 
to the game on Wednesday and set 
the two factions warring. 


Senator Dixon, for Roosevelt, inV 


stantly came back with these words: 
"This charge is a common, ordinary, 
cheap, ineffective campaign lie." 


Ten minutes later, Dr. Henry W. 


Coe, 
chairman of the Oregon Roose- 


velt League, announced that one del- 
egate from his state had been prom- 
ised ten convention tickets, quoted at 
|100 cash, and a good government 
job if he would give his vote to Taft. 


After that charges 
and counter 


charges of bribery and corruption oc- 
cupied so much of the delegation's 
time that no one paid the slightest 
attention to the work of the National 
Committee which filled in the time 
by throwing forty delegates claimed 
by Roosevelt from the temporary 
roll call of the convention. 


The MeKinley statement was sup- 


pressed for a change shortly after it 
went forth. 
The original statement 


after charging that money had been 
sent by telegraph to two Taft dele- 
gates-, contained this addition. 


"Following which the two dele- 


gates changed from Taft to Roose- 
velt in a statement issued by Senator 
Dixon, Mr. Roosevelt's national cam- 
paign manager." 


Mr. McKinley evidently considered 


this passage a little too rough for 
when the statement was reissued, it 
was stricken out. 
Some of his as- 


sistants, including Boss Barnes of 
New York, were not In full accord 
with him, deeming the charges of 
corruption inside the party as too

WILSON MAKES J-JKT 


In Address to Physician*- at Atlantic 


City. 


The following brief address of Goy. 


Woodrow Wilson to the American 
Medical Association at the annual 
session held at Atlantic City recently 
called 
forth enthusiastic applause 


from the medical men: 


"You have come here as investi- 


gators, and I want to assure yoni that 
Atlantic City is becoming accustomeel 
to being investigated. 


"In modern social life, as is. sur- 


gery, there is a great deal to be cut 
out. 
In- the present day politics the 


entry of a man or party into a con- 
test may be said to be apfognosis, 
and the platform upon -wbicli that 
man or party stands may be likened 
to a diagnosis. 
It is then, that we 


reach the most delicate part of the 
operation, but it is much easier for 
you to get at the root of the evil than 
it is for the man who wanders about 
seeking the cause of social ills. 


"At the present time the country 


is showing indications of what we 
might call violent hysteria, and we do 
not seem able to stop it. 
1 -would 


suggest that you hurry home immedi- 
ately after the conclusion of your 
work here and ,aid in calmi-jj.; the 
National' patient,^ even thou,,'. j^ou. 
do not bring about a cure. The cam- 
paign of passion now being waged in 
this land is, I think, mo&t dangerous, 
and those responsible for it might be 
likened to the quacks and charlatans 
in your profession who kill more than' 
they cure. 


"You 
are more than phy&icians and 


advisers of individuals. 
You are- 


guardians of communities, and -within.! 
your care are the morals, as well as. 
the physical welfare of your patients'. 
It is for you, then, to aid in the.- 
elimination of this hostility and fric- 
tion and to 'restore sweetness and 
light that we may solve the big- prob- 
lems with which we are confronted,"

COLORS OF THE RAINBOW. 


They Vary According to the Size of-the 


Raindrops. 


Violet, indigo' blue, green, yellow, or- 


ange, red—the colors ot the rainbow. 
Any child knows that, and the high 
school pupil can refer you to half a 
dozen textbooks to prove it. It is true, 
however, of only a' very few rain- 
bows, as C. Fitzhugh Talman demon- 
strates in the Scientific American. 


The colors of rainbows vary with 


their width, and their width varies with 
the size <& the raindrops, big drops 
producing narrow bows with bright, 
clearly defined colors, small drops pro- 
ducing wide bows with p:ile colors. 


Here are the colors as spnerally seen: 


(1) When the raindrops average one 
millimeter in diameter, violet, light 
blue, bluish green, green, yellow, or- 
ange, light red, dark red; (2) when 
the drops average three-tenths of a 
millimeter in diameter, violet, light 
blue, bluish green, green, yellow, or- 
ange; (3) when the drops average one- 
tenth of a millimeter, very pale violet, 
violet, whitish blue, whitish green, 
whitish yellow, pale yellow; (4) when 
the drops average one-twentieth oC a 
millimeter (fog), white tinged with vio- 
let, bright white, white tinged with 
yellow, very pale yellow. 


SIGNAL MESSAGES. 


Beacon Fires Were First Used, and 


Then Came Semaphores. 


Signal fire telegraphing, with its very 


limited scope of information contained, 
seems to have been about the only 
means of communicating quickly across 
distances until relatively modern times. 


It was not until the days of the 


French revolution that any material 
improvement over the beacon fire tele- 
graph developed. Three brothers named 
Chappe devised the semaphore tele- 
graph. This system got into active op- 
eration in 1794. and the first real mes- 
sage ever spelled out and telegraphed 
across country was in that year, and 
the text was as follows: 


"Conde is taken from the Austrians.1' 
The same day the na'tional conven- 


tion, sitting in Paris, sent back the fol- 
lowing reply to the army: 


"The army of the north deserves the 


gratitude of the country." 


The semaphore operators attained a 


speed of three letters a minute in fine 
weather, with an average of one a 
minute over long- distance. This made 
necessary the invention of condensed 
codes, which came into fashion.—New 
York Telephone Review.

pieces broken from the glaciers of tb 
north, which the Arctic currents earr.i 
southward until they melt away lu 
the warmer waters of the gulf stream 
The terrible procession begins in Feb- 
ruary, and not until the end of August 
Is tbe ice season supposed to be ovei 
In the north Atlantic, 


Each year brings its regular reports 


of thrilling sights and collisions and 
losses in the ice fields from the incom- 
ing steamers during the spring ana 
summer months. 
Certain years staiid 


out as unusually bad ice years, but the 
general story is much the same. Ouce. 
during the month of May, 143 icebergs 
were sighted off Cape Race in a single 
day. 


One of the largest icebergs on record 


towered 830 feet above the surface ot 
the sea. 
As hardly more than one- 


tenth of tbe berg is out of water, 
this would mean a mass of ice 7.00'>, 
feet (one and one-third miles) from top , 
to bottom. Its volume was calculated 
to be about 580,000,000 cubic feet and 
its weight some 10,000,000 tons: 


Icebergs need iiot be extraordinarily 


high to be stupenduous. 
Lieutenant 


Peary reported a berg 12,500 feet long 
(over two and one-half miles), ll.UOO 
feet wide and 186 feet nigh. It was 
estimated to weigh 1,292,398,000 tons. 
Another measured farther north con- 
tained 27,000,000,000 cubic feet of ice 
and weighed no less than 2,000,000,000 
tons.—New York World.

Best Counterfeits. 


It is always wise when buying a 


white topaz to purchase it from a reli- 
able dealer, inasmuch as rock crystal 
and even lead glass are often sold un- 
der that name. 


Colorless beryl yields a very brilliant 


and diamond-like stone when proper- 
ly cut. 
Indeed, many gems and even 


phenacite 
and 
rock 
crystal 
often 


passed in former days as diamonds, 
even under the scrutiny of experts, 
such exact tests as refraction 
and 


specific gravity being unknown until 
comparatively recent years. 


No imitation of the diamond, how- 


ever, is so brilliant as a skillfully cut 
piece of the bind of lead glass known 
in the trade as "paste." The play of 
color in these counterfeits is often 
very beautiful, but. the glass "dia- 
mond" possesses no luster, this term 
being applied to the light reflected 
from the top surfaces of a gem. The 
flashes of light and color that give 
brilliancy come from the interior, be- 
ing thrown from the rear surfaces of 
the stone. 


The glass diamond is soft and is at- 


tacked chemically by a number of 
things with which it comes in contact 
by wear, for both of which reasons it 
soon becomes dulled. — Philadelphia 
Saturday Evening Post.

A MUCH-USED BLUFF 


The nation has been somewhat ex- 


ercised for some days over the ac- 
tion of the Republican Committee in 
session in Chicago in keeping the 
alames of Roosevelt contesting dele- 
gates from the temporary roll for the 
convention next week. 


It was but natural to suppose that 


there was ground for the contests in 
behalf of the loud, great advocate 
cf the "square deal" or they would 
not be made, but now that the truth 
3ias been told it is revealed that the 
whole series of contests made up a 
gigantic bluff, the purpose of which 
was to influence voters in states that 
had not yet selected delegates to the 
Chicago convention. 


This revelation was made by the 


Washington Times, owned by Mr. 
•Roosevelt's friend, Frank A. Munsey, 
in the following article: 


"For 
psychological effect, as a 


move in practical politics, it was 
necessary for the Roosevelt people to 
stsxl contests on these early Taft se- 
lections in order that a tabulation of 
delegate strength could be put out 
that would show Roosevelt holding a 
good hand in the game. 
A table 


showing 'Taft, 150; Roosevelt, 19; 
contested, none,' would not be very 
much calculated to inspire confidence 
whereas one showing, 'Taft, 
23; 


Roosevelt, 19; contested, 127,' look- 
ed very different. 


"That is the whole story of the 


larger number of Southern contests

-HATCHING TURKS BY MACHINE 


Hatching turkeys by machine may 


seem a sacrilege to the nature lover; 
imt, however much a nature fake stunt 
it appears, the trick works if a good 
incubator and right methods are em- 
-ployed. We picture a good style incu- 
bator that hatches fine poults. It has 
& good sized air chamoer, ten inches 
from floor to top, which insures air 
and head room required. 


A large moisture pan, size of egg 


•tray, filled with sand and water, occu 
pies floor of machine and is kept in 
machine throughout hatch. The ma- 
chine is self ventilating, holds 100 tur- 
feeys' eggs or 130 hens' eggs, and a deli- 
<:ate thermostat makes it easy to con- 
'trol. When heated to 102 degrees the 
damper is set to blow off at that de- 
gree, and the turkey egg tray is slipped 
:in. 
1 The heat at once drops when cold 
'eggs are put in, but in a few hours 
rises, and the machine must be watch- 
'ed carefully lest eggs be overheated. 


Keep heat at 102 degrees first week 


.•and 103 degrees the remaining three 
'weeks and begin to turn the eggs on 
"the fourth day and turn them every 
•twelve hours up to twenty-sixth day. 
!3k>ll them gently with palm of hand, 
^making center and outside eggs change

LIME FOR POULTRY. 


A hen's bill of fare is naturally com- 


posed of animal, vegetable and min- 
eral matter, the latter being summed 
up in the word—ash. 


Some of this mineral matter she ex- 


tracts from food and water, and it 
goes to aid digestion, is found in blood 
and tissue, but most of it, in the form 
of lime, builds bone and makes egg 
shell. 


Through the depletion of the soil of 


certain mineral elements and increas- 
ed egg production, fowls, especially in 
winter, do not get sufficient lime, and 
it must be supplied or the hen will lay 
soft shelled eggs or eat one eggshell 
to make the next. 


The eggshell contains 98 per cent 


calcareous material, arranged in mi- 
nute crystals, between 
which are 


pores, through which air and moisture 
pass. 
Seashells contain about the same 


per cent of phosphate of lime and 
carbonate of lime as an eggshell, the 
only difference being that the egg- 
shell has 1.5 per cent more animal 
matter, which is furnished by the skin 
lining of the eggshell. 


Clean oyster shell, cracked the nec- 


essary size, is best fitted to supply 
hens. Th4s essential mineral element 
should be kept before them at all 
times, but it must not be substituted 
for grit, as it has no cutting edge and 
soon grinds fine.

COOKING 


Great System Perfected by M. 
Soyer, Famous London Chef. 


,BAG DINNERS F0tt THE WORK- 


INGMAN. 


,By M. Soyer, Chef of Brooks' Club, 


London. 


The era of paper bag cooking, which 


;I have had the honor of recently per- 
•'feeting, opens up a happier prospect 
'to the wife o£ the workingman, the 


(clerk or other employe on a small 
[salary, not only in the quantity of the 
jdishes she may prepare, but in more 
leisure for herself. 


Lest any frugal house mother may 


,be appalled at the prospect of having 
,to use some two or three bags before 
,she can produce a dinner, let me state 
'that all the following recipes, each of 
',which I have tested personally, can be 
^cooked In one bag, leaving only the 
ipudding, pie or tart to be considered. 
! In drawing up these dinners for a 
'week I have had in mind a household 
'consisting of mother, father and three 
,or four children, ranging from twelve 
"to five years of age. 


It must be borne in mind that meat 


(Wastes practically not at all during the 
cooking process in the bag; therefore, 
if you put four pounds into the bag, 
ifour pounds will come out 


Sunday. 


Allow a quarter of a,pound of meat 


;per head for each, child, and a half a 
pound per head for the two adults, and 
•you will have two pounds left over, 


i either for Sunday night's supper or for 
•next day's dinner. As to vegetables, 
-get some carrots, onions and turnips, 
'mixed, and two pounds of potatoes. 


Peel the potatoes, slice them very 


ithinly, and leave in water till needed. 
'Peel and slice the onions and turnips 
-and -scrape the carrots. Cut all into 
sm"all squares. Wash well; leave on a 
plate till needed. 
Take a little suet 


'or two good tablespoonfuls of drip- 
ping. Rub this into half a pound of 
'flour, and salt to taste, being careful 
,not to overdo this and a little pepper. 
JMix to the ordinary dumpling consis- 
jtency with cold water, and shape into 
jdumplings about the size of a big 
(Brazil nut. 


Wash the beef well, but do not dry 


'it, Sprinsle it -with seasoned flour — 
that is, flour to which a little pepper 
and salt have been added — on both 
isides. Now grease the large bag thick- 
,ly with beef dripping. Take the pota- 
toes out of their bowl. Do not dry 
them, but sprinkle them lightly with 
tne seasoned flour. Then take the 
'potatoes, carrots, turnips and onions, 
land mix them all well together, sprink- 
ling them with a very little salt. Take 
•a handful of this mixture and some 
dumplings, and put them into the bot- 
tom of the bag. Then put in the flank 
of beef. Press it in as- tightly and as 
closely to the vegetables as possible. 


Light the oven gas beforehand, let it 


get as hot as it can for eight minutes. 
Then place the paper bag on the broil- 
er, put the broiler on the shelf of 
the oven, and close tne door. 
Turn 


Ihe gas down half way, and leave 
the bag In from an hour and a half 
to two hours. 


Monday. 


What is left over from Sunday will 


make dinner for Monday. 


Grease a bag well as before. Cut 


up the remains of the stewed beef into 
.small square pieces. Dust these with 
Iresh seasoned flour. Put two pounds 
of potatoes, cut small and dusted with 
.salt, into a greased bag as before. 
Sprinkle the meat with a little pow- 
dered sweet herbs put in the bag, and 
add to it a handful of either rice, bai«- 
ley or oatmeal, wnich has been soak- 
ing all night in cold water. If the 
water has not been quite all absorbed, 
add this also. Now add the remaini 
of any gravy which may be over from 
the previous day. Close the bag, place 
it on broiler as before, and cook for 60 
minutes. 


A jam turnover will be just the 


•right sort of substantial dish to follow 
.the beef. For this you must have a 
tag. 


Rub four ounces of lard or good 


dripping into half pound of flour salted 
to taste till it crumbles well. Add 
sufficient cold water to make to a stiff 
paste; roll out twice. 
Mark out a 


square and spread this thickly with 
any kind of jam liked. Fold over the 
two sides first and pinch well together. 
Now fold over the two sides in the 
same way. Brush over with water or 
milk, and sprinkle well with brown 
, sugar. Put into the greased bag and 
bake for forty-five minutes. 


Tuesday. 


Take two pounds of cold boiled po- 


tatoes, pour on'^o them two wineglass- 
fuls of hot milk or water, add a good 
big lump of dripping or cold bacon fat, 
and mash to pulp, then beat up with a 
fork till quite light. Take one and a 
lhalf founds of either sausages or sau- 
sage meat (If the former squeeze the 
meat out of the skins) and make Into 
small cakes each sausage making two 
cakes. Sprinkle a little finely chopped 
onion on top of each cake. Make the 
potato pulp into thick round cakes, 
and put a sausage cake on top of each. 
Place in a well greased bag. Close It, 
and cook in a hot oven for fifteen 
minutes. 


Old-fashioned Irish plum porridge. 


Soak half a pound of oatmeal over 
night in cold water. At the same time 
eoak four ounces of well washed cur- 
rants in another dish. Grease a bag 
well, drain the currants, add them to 
the oatmeal together with a bit of but- 
ter the size of a walnut. Mix, place in 
the bag, close, and cook for fifty min- 
utes In a moderately hot oven.

DINNERS COOKED IN ONE BAG. 


By M. Soyer, Chef of the Brooks' 


Club, London. 


In my last article I gave menus for 


dinners for Sunday, Monday and Tues- 
day that could be cooked in one bag, 
'the dess 3rt, of course, excepted. Here 
'l give menus that can be so cooked 
for the other days of the week. 


Wednesday. 


Let the dinner be roast and stuffed 


breast of mutton. 


Take a lean breast of mutton four 


pounds weight, getting the butcher to 
bone it for you. Make a stuffing with 
two ounces of stale bread crumbs, a 
dust of salt and 
pepper, a finely 


chopped onion, and a heaped dessert- 
spoonful of minced parsley, or, if 
pressed for time, a little finely pow- 
dered mixed sweet herbs. Add a good 
lump of dripping or cut a little fat 
from the thick part of the breast, chop 
this finely, and use instead of dripping 
Bi&d if possible with an egg, or, fail- 
ing this, use a little cold milk. Lay 
this mixture on the ig.side of the meat. 
.Roll as tightly as possible, tie into 
place with clean tape or string. Grease 
the bag well. 
Put in one pound of 


peeled and halved potatoes, choosing 
these all as nearly of a size as pos- 
sible. Then put in the meat. Add the 
other and put in the rest of the po- 
tatoes. Put in bag in a very hot oven. 
Lower the gas half way (or push in 
the dampers), and cook for an hour 
and a quarter or an hour and a half, 
•according as the meat is liked well, 
over or underdone. 
Turn out, serve 


'with a little red currant jam, if jelly 
is not possible. 


Baked bread pudding will be found 


very acceptable after this. 


To make it, soak half a pound or 


more of stale bread over night in cold 
water. Then beat up with a fork till 
quite light. Now add to it an ounce 
of brown sugar, two ounces of well- 
washed currants, two ounces, ditto dit- 
to raisins, one ounce of candied peel, 
and a good lump of dripping. Beat up 
the mixture thoroughly. 
Sprinkle it 


thickly on top with 
brown sugar. 


Grease a bag thickly, put in the mix- 
ture, and bake for forty minutes. Open 
the bag, 
slip out gently, dust with, 


sifted sugar and serve. 


Thursday. 


Chop the cold mutton left over from 


'Wednesday finely. Dust it with pepper, 
•salt, a little powdered sweet herbs, 
and add to it a large finely chopped 
.onion. Sprinkle the whole well with 
(Seasoned flcur. Add any cold gravy 
which, may be over from the day be- 
fore, and a couple of slices of lean. 
flank of bacon and a tablespoonful of 
"Worcester 
sauce, 
with the 
same 


amount of water. 
Grease the bag. 


Put in the mince. 
Cook gently for 


half an hour, turn out, and serve with 
baked potatoes. 


A jam roly-poly pudding will be a 


nice finish to this dinner. It is too 
well known to need a recipe. 


Friday. 


A little fish once a week not only 


makes a nice change in the monotony 
of the midday meal, but is often a dis- 
tinct saving both in health and pocket. 
Stuffed and baked haddocks are 
de- 


licious. 


Make a stuffing in exactly the same 


way as described for stuffed breast of 
mutton. Wash the fish well and cut 
off the head; then put in the stuffing. 
Sew up the fish or secure tightly with 
white cotton. Grease the outside of the 
fish slightly, this to take the place of 
the "hits of butter" put on fish when 
the latter is cooked in the oven in the 
old way. Grease the bag well. Put in 
the fish and bake for from 20 to 30 
minutes, according to whether 
two 


small fish or one large one is used. 
Slip out gently and serve with baked 
potatoes. 


Dressed macaroni will serve for a 


pudding. 


Take half pound of cooked macaroni. 


Add to it a little white pepper, from 
two ounces to four ounces of grated 
cheese, and a liberal two ounces of 
nut margarine, which is quite equal to 
butter in every respect, and contains 
no animal fit whatever. 
Grease the 


bag well with: the nut margarine. Mix 
the macaroni well up with the cheese 
^nd nut butter, slip into the bag, and 
•cook in a hot oven for ten minutes. 
Slip out onto a hot dish and serve 
at once. 


Saturday. 


On Saturday the housewife usually 


has a good deal of cleaning up and 
mending to do for the morrow, so she 
will need something which floes not 
require much preparation beforehand. 


Liver and bacon, always a highly ap- 


preciated dish, will meet the difficulty, 
and there is no fear »f it "catching" 
in the bag if she should chance to be 
called away for a. minute or two. 


Slice one pound of. very fresh liver, 


dip each piece into flour nicely season- 
ed with salt and pepper. Put a piece 
of liver on top of elch rasher of bacon. 
Grease the bag slightly. Put in the 
rashers and liver. 
Cook for twenty- 


five minutes. Open the bag, and slip 
out the meat gently onto -a very hot 
dish. Put boiled potatoes round as a 
border, and pour the gravy over the 
potatoes. 


Jam buns are a tremendous saving 


of trouble when the housewife is very 
busy on a Saturday. Get half a dozen 
stale buns. Split them open

serious matters to bandy about at 
such, an early stage of the proceed- 
ings. 


The corruption story "was scoffed at 


by the Roosevelt people generally. 
Even a verbal charge by one of the 
Taft leaders that there are 68 dele- 
gates in Mississippi, Georgia, Flori- 
da, Alabama and Virginia -who are 
believed to be parties for Roosevelt 
persuasion was put down as a cam- 
paign canard. 


"We have 
enough delegates to 


nominate Roosevelt without resorting 
to such infamy," said a leading 
Roosevelt booster. 
"If there is any 


corruption it is on the other side." 


The other big development of the 


day was the announcement by Ex- 
Senator Flinn of Pittsburgh, the 
Roosevelt 
personal 
representative, 


that 28 of the presidential electors 
already nominated in Pennsylvania 
will not vote for Taft if the President 
shall become the choice of the con- 
vention. 


• i ' Flinn was backed up in this state- 
ment by Governor Glasscock of West 
Virginia and Theodore M. Goslin, 
who is a candidate for the Michigan 
seat in the U. S. Senate now occupied 
by William Alden Smith. 


Flinn, Glasscock and Goslin have 


made out a list of fourteen states, 
Maine, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Washington, Oregon, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, South Dakota, Kansas, Nebras- 
ka, Missouri, Wisconsin, North Da- 
kota and West Virginia, whose elec- 
tors, they say, will, in part at least, 
repudiate Taft when they take their 
seats in the electoral college. 


This threat of a post convention 


bplt attracted 
but little attention, 


even among the Roosevelt men, who 
are still busy trying to see what they 
can do about nominating their candi- 
date at the convention. 


Flinn ignored the charge that he 


has formed an alliance with the May- 
or of Chicago 'for the purpose of 
sending non-delegates into the con- 
vention under police protection to or- 
ganize a rump convention and prob- 
ably a riot. 


The Taft supporters heard with 


profound disgust Wednesday a report 
from Charles P. Hiles, Mr. Taft's sec- 
retary, that the President, sure that 
he is to be nominated, is now advo- 
cating a progressive platform in the 
interest of harmony after the conven- 
tion.

Norway Maple Aphis 


At this time of year many letters 


are received by State Zoologist H. A. 
Surface at his office in Harrisburg, 
requesting 
information 
concerning 


he Maple Aphis, which causes the 
eaves of the Norway maple tree to 
all. 
The following is a copy of a 


eply which has been sent to an in- 
uirer, and contains information of 
nterest to others: 


"This is commonly called the Nor- 
ay maple Aphis. Generally during 
he early part of the summer they 
ause considerable concern by infest- 
ng the leaves of Norway maple trees, 
nd causing them to drop to some 
xtent. 
The infested leaves have a 


ticky substance upon them which is 
,lso to be seen on the sidewalks un- 
.er the trees, looking like drops of 
'il. 
This is honey dew, which has 


ieen produced by the Aphids, and 
vhich attracts ants and other insects 
n great numbers. 
"As these Aphids are sucking in- 


ects, they can not be killed by arsen- 
cal sprays for chewing insects. 
To 


destroy them one can spray with one 
pound of whale oil soap in about five 
or six gallons of water or kerosene 
emulsion containing about eight or 
en per cent, kerosene, or very strong 
obacco decoction, but as a rule it is 
not necessary to do anything for 
;hem. They will cause some leaves 
:o drop, which will not permanently 
njure the trees. E'.ery year we re- 
ceive great numbers of them, sent to 
:his office with the inquiry as to what 
to do for them, and we have never 
yet seen evidence of their permanent 
damage. 
"They will disappear later in the 


season, although they cause consider- 
able alarm at the present time. Keep 
:he trees thrifty and growing by wa- 
tering if the season should become 
dry, 
and by giving the trees some 


nitrogen plant food in the form of 
nitrate of soda or cleanings from 
the poultry house, or commercial fer- 
tilizer."
